Personally knowing something 
of the handicap of blindness, Miss 
Houghton is devoting her years 
to the task of making life more 
happy for those unable to see. 
Three years ago she began to 
study Braille through correspond- 
ence courses. At that 
was her ambition to give herself 
to the service of those who lived 
in darknegs, . 

Now she can write lettera .nd 
symbols in Braille about as fast 
@g one can typewrite. A simple 
little device and a sharp pointed 
steel pencil are used in tfanscrib- 
ing words into the Braille system.

Citrus Outlook for 


New Year Is Good, 
Armstrong Reports 


Prospects for the sale of citrus 
fruit in 1988 are fairly bright in 
the opinion of Paul S. Armstrong, 
general manager of the California 
Fruit Growers Exchange. 

“The very general increase in 

ges and salaries everywhere 
he! buying power for our fruit, 
except as it has been offset by 
higher living costs,” Armstrong 
said. 

He praised packing house man- 
agers and the state inspection 
service for shipping all the fruit 
that was fit to ship and keeping 
at home the unfit since the Janu- 
ay freeze and said that this poli- 
cy has greatly increased returns 
to the growers. 

“So far as the exchange is con- 
cerned, we have immeasurably in- 
creased the confidence of the trade 
and consumers in our advertised 
brands, and to a great extent in 
orchard run brands,” Armstrong 
stated. “It will mean a lot to 
atart the new season without hav- 
ing something to live down.”

Gas Tax Returns to 
County Will Be Less 


Amount receved by the county 
from the state in e tax re- 
turns will be leas during the next 
10° years. 

’‘This «will be due to the coun- 
ty’e method cf repaying a loan 
of $594,745. Beginning in 1934, 
this county borrowed money [0 
aid in the work retief program 
during the depression. The agree- 
ment was that beginning in 1988 
the state would deduct one-tenth 
of the loan total from the gaso- 
line tax fund that would come to 
the county. In this manner the 
loan will pe paid pack in 10 
years. 

During the depression San Ber- 
nardino, along with 24 other 
counties, borrowed money from 
the state to finance relief work. 
The money loaned by the state 
totaled $20,000,000.
